ltture have gained their point. After present 
ing regolations Indorsing the platform of the 
party, tbey were discussed and laid on tbe 
IsMej the motion reconsidered and lal 
the table. 

The harmony of tbe party was in peril; so 
our frietd, the Hen. J. F. Be:l, cume to the 
rescue. He moved for a committee to recon* 
cile matters. That committee sat on the sub- 
ject acd reported ucanimouslv as follows: 

Rextieed by the Central Auemblyof the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky. That this State ner»d make 
no further exhibition, by way of political resolu- 
tions/of her iuteuse loyalty, or of her sincere and 
unalterable devotion to the National Union. Her 
stand has been tnken after the raattirest delibera- 
tion, and is kuown to the world. She will 
not now prove recreant by taking anv back- 
waro etep. but will go forward with all her 
resources ofmtn, money and credit tt» the support of 
our trallant armies in the field until the rebellion is 
subdued ai:d treason disarmed: and she will, 
through the peaceful code pr. scribed by the funda- 
mental law of the land, uee her efforts to correct 
any error* that miy have been committed either 
by the Executive or legislative department of the 
Government. 

Resolctit. That we regard as impolitic the enlist- 
ment of negroes as soldiers into the armies of the 
United States, and we earnestly pretest against 
their enlistment within the State of Kentucky; 
and we respectfully request the President of the 
United States to remove from our limits and bor- 
ders all camp* for ne^ro soldiers, by which our 
slaves are enticed to leave the service of their 
owners. 

Kefoired. That, In the opinion of this General As- 
seml'ly, the legal status of the States in rebellion, 
as reoirai the Unie>n, was rot chtnged by the 
criminal action of their peop'e in attempting to 
secede, thus forcin;; a civil war upon the ountry; 
and when the people of any or all those States 
sha'l, in good faith, return to their allegiance, their 
States are, us before the war, members of the great 
American Union, and the people thereof are citi- 
zens— all subject to the Constitution and laws of 
the United States. 

The reader will recollect that the old plat- 
form charged the party In power with uncon- 
stitutional acts, and the President wit!, start- 
ling usurpations of power. They condemned 
arbitrary r rresls as tending to subordinate the 
civil to the military power and subvert free 
institutions. They denounced tbe President's 
proclamation as unconstitutional and void. 
They demanded that tbe Constitution and 
laws o! this State should be respected. They 
rejoiced in the defeat of the Administration 
party at the then late elections. 

Now, read the substitute. It backs out of 
all these charges. It has no fault to find with 
the President or the acts of the party in 
power. 

The enlistment ol negroes is only lmpo:itic, 
and the President is only requested not te en- 
list them in Kentucky. There may bs wrongs 
committed. It is not charged tbat tbere are 
any; but if there be, then hereafter we will 
correct them, if we feel like iL 

Tuere is au abstract truth in the last reeo- 
tion; but what is tbe use of it? Tbe President 
has proposed a practical scheme for rccon- 
structior; will the Legislatute say If it is con- 
sistent with this ihtory of theirs? li the plan 
right, or is it wroce? This party made issues 
with the Federal Government of the gravest 
kind. They nav.-, it lb: y pass this sub-uitute, 
abandon them klL and have no fault to flDd 

Wilu tiic aacisiueini w pan; ia puxti. 

We do not intend anv comment on this con- 
duct of the legislature. If it were the result 
of a free discussion and a iree election nobedy 
| would cave any right to complain. 

We have one advantage in the ease. We 
are not disappointed. This is a mult we ex- 
pected. We thought tbe brethren, from all 
the s!gup, would slip up on the old pls:form, 
as it took a good deal of coning to keep them 
steady. 

A good many didn't mean anything by the o'd 
platform. It helped them some to ihe places 
tbey occupy, and is no longer useiul. We 
don't know what will be the result ; but since 
laying on the tsble is in fashion, we hope this 
substitute will be laid Itere. It would lock 
betttr to siy nothirg than to back square out 
in this summary way. 

However.il the brethren are satisfied thst 
they have been on the wrong track, it is per- 
haps honest to say 60, by a rejection ef tbe 
old platform and the substitution of these 
resolutions.

Destp.uctiyb LBtiULATioN —The tendency 
of politics and legislation from bad to worse 
U forcibly exhibited in the bill Introduced 
last week into the Kentucky Senate, d< signed 
to giv« the victims of raids and other military 
operations in Kentucky a civil remtdy by suit. 

This bill was ably opposed and derounced 
In the Senate by Ex-Govtraor Robinson, 31. 
P. Marshall, Mr. Mclknry and others, ou ac- 
count of its changing the old rules of evidence 
established by the common law, and author 
z ng tbe plaintiff to atsall tbe political char- 
acter of the defendant for the purpose of there- 
by makine him liable to penal damages. It is 
very obvious tbat such a law, in the 
condbisnof our co untry, might be made tbe 
Instrument of personal malice and political 
persecution. It, offers immense pecuniary rt 
to induce them to 
and 

and gratify 
operation. It wi 

a that, if 
to be overthrown 
in order to punish the disloyal and oppose 
r.b llion, the shortest way would be to pass 
an act at once to hang all persons politically 
dislojal. As to disloyalty, however, he inti- 
mated ihst the standard of loyalty wa3 becom 
iag very uncertain; a convention to be held at 
Louisville assumed that antislavery was the 
only test of loyally, and, in view of such pro- 
ceedings, be thought It beat to siand by the 
old principles of constitutional law, freedom 
of speech and freedom of the press. 

The remarks ol these Senators were very 
just; but, as they were chiefly based upon the 
motion to strike out this new rule of evidence 
from the bill, tbey did not expose in its full 
enormity another feature of the bill not then 
under discussion. The provision to which we 
refer is worthy of tbe bloodiest days of tbe 
French revolutionary clubs, and if enacted 
into a law, which we can hardly suppose pos- 
sible, would go fur toward dissolving all the 
ties of civil society, and rendering Kentucky 
truly a "dark and bloody ground." 

It enacts tbat parties damaged by the ope- 
rations of the Confederate army, or by guer- 
rillas, may bring suit and recover double 
damages from not only those who may have 
aided and abetted these raids, but al6o from any 
or ail persons in Kentucky whose conversation, 
irfluence, or arguments are regarded as dis- 
loyal or tending to strengthen the cause of 
the Southern Confederacy. 

The double damages awarded by this act 
would operate like a double insurance as a 
premium upon crjme. The scoundrel who 
might burn his own house or barn, or have it 
burned, or have his horses stolen by an ac- 
complice and charge it upon guerrillas, might 
have his fortune more than doubled by his 
villainy. 

The honest, Constitution-abiding citizens of 
the State, who have accumulated property by 
honorable industry, and who are accustomed 
to speak in terms of becoming indignation of 
the present Administration and of the Aboli- 
'ion party; or who may express a disbelief of 
the probability of conquering the South by 
aimj alone; or who miy have voted for some 
man proncuDced by military dictators as dis- 
loyal, who may have demanded to vote for 
Hon. C. A, Wickliffa as Governor and de- 
nounce das inlamous the military invasion of 
the polls — such men, even though they may 
have done their utmost to discourage guer- 
rilla raids, would be at once exposed to an 
Infamous system of robbery under the forms 
of law, to which no people of any spirit 
c ;uld 6ubmit. 

Such an act is simply a law to corrupt the 
morals of society, to authorize and senction 
robbery, to destroy all confidence i«\ ' . r-' 

into his own hands the means of revenge fur 
the redrf63 of wrongs perp< trated by the aid 
of law. I: is an act to overthrow honesty 
and justice*, to destroy all the securuyof pri- 
vate right, and convert civil-z .d society Into a 
lawless mob. No more iniquitous scheme 
than this cm be found in history. 

The legitimate puipc se of the bill — the pun- 
ishment ol all who assist in guerrilla r-iid: — 
commands the approbation of all loyal citi- 
e oe; but tbere Is no necessity for dit gracing 
such a bill by incorpor ting iu it such a piece 
ol incendiary legislation as we have referred 
to. We cannot believe that the Legislature of 
Ke-ntuekv will fiil to strike out thia abomi- 
nable feature of the bill.

One of th« most prominent 
politicians in Washington told m ; he had 
heard Mr. Lincoln sav: "Tbe best policy is to 
have no policy at all." I replied: "Translated 
into German, that means it is- best to have no 
principles at all and as little sense is possible." 
This is aptly expressed by our German prov- 
erb: "He gets along by bis s'upidity." And 
it is very simplf ; fur those who are smarter, 
make use of him, and those who are still 
more stupid aid him. 

Lincoln's Administration— Dissolution 
or ttie Republican Pabtt.— The Albany 
Statesman, the most ultra of tbe Republican 
prfss, confesses that "the proud and nume- 
rous party which was represented in the Con- 
vention at Chicago, no longer retains an ex- 
istence.

Ca=cs are daily oc- 
currirg, here and elsewhere, in which ciaim- 
anls against tie Government have been com- 
pelled to take checks on Washington, payable 
partly in Interest-bearing "certificates of in- 
debtedness" on which they had to stand a 
6havc of per cent. The Seeretsry of 

the Treasury in these transactions has not 
on'y defrauded the Government creditors, but 
defrauded the Government itself by ja.-tthe 
amount of interest paid. 

I*, would have been time to refund some 
portion cf the public debt when tbe holders 
of treasury notes could not lecd them or use 
them so as to make them profitable in pnblic 
works, manufactures, or developing the re- 
sources of this new vast country in any way; 
bnt then there was neither reason nor necessity 
for funding the debt at over three per cent. 
If the fp -cle had been reserved for tbe pro- 
tection of the credit of the treasury notes, to 
be paid out to those who bad any legitimate 
demand for specie, gold- would have not gone 
higher than ten per cent. The currency may 
have become redundant, but the first tffec s 
of this would have been a low rate of in ter- 
es'; but this would have been borne by the 
mtfses of the people with remarkable forti- 
tude, while only the professed money-lend- 
ers would have squirmed. The tax-payer 
would have been entirely reconciled to a 
measure which would keep as much of the 
public debt clear of interest as possible.

Upon the person of 
oa • of these men was fou- d a strange alpha- 
bet and some Confederate menfy. Near 
Bardstown they arrested a rebel soldier 
dressed in clt tati's clothing. The three pris 
r.nets wee brought to thia city and placed in 
the military prison. Oa the 15'h Capt. Watts 
Intended to take his whole command »nd 
scrror the country ou the south side of B-a. h 
Fork, but. receiving orders from Camp Nel- 
son to return to the city immediately, he did 
not have time. 

Cjpt Watts learned from gJt*MM in the 
n igDborhood that small squads of rebel* are 
c instantly going and comiDg ou the Spring- 
fle d pike. They are generally going in the 
dir. ct.on of Bloomfield and Ch»pbn. There 
are also a number of 6mall binds of guernl- 
li* on th- south tide of Baack Fork, a: II >lly 
Cross Church and Phenix Mills, on the river, 
AH the c untry near Bardstown and At 
Washington is overrun with small squads of 
guerrillas, but all report- of any large armed 
force heing in the vicinity are exiggerated. 
It is reported that the various small squads 
are corcentraticg at Bloomfleld for the pur- 
pose of making a raid. There should be con 
stantly stationed at Bardstown, or in that 
neighborhood, a sufficient fane of cavalry to 
protect the citizens agaicst these thieving

A Gigantic Structure. 

Mr. John A. Roebling, the engineer of the 
Niagara suspension bridge, proposes to build 
a bridge between the oities of New York and 
Brooklyn. Mr. Roebling's plan for tbe pro- 
posed bridge over the East river is as fol- 
lows : 

I propose to start in tbe vicin'ty of the Park 
of theotyof New York, at an elevation of 
about 80 feet above tide, thence ascending 
about 125 feet to the center of the East 
rirer (leaving a clear elevation of 180 fee ), 
tberce descending toward the bigUts ot 
Brooklyn, and 1 aiding wi'hin 8i<rh' of 
the City Hall. 1 absta n from indicating 
any precise locality, nor cm tbis be done 
before more accurate surviys have been 
m-t'e. The superstructure of this mag- 
nificent brldce would thus form an arch 
about two miles long, clearing tbe water o r

The ma 
teruls of construe ion will be principally 
graafOfl aud iron, the latter placed so that it 
cin be rrsdily preserved by painting. The 
rigidi'y of the superstruc ure will be as great 
as that of a tubular bridge. Iron trusses, of 
great depth, connecting both floors, and the 
great weight of the structure iisell and inher- 
ent rigidity of the tables, will provide ample 
stiffness. 

Employment of Prisoners of War —We 
alone of all nations keep, feed and clothe 
tens of thousands of prisoners of war in 
idleness. This is not the practice in Eurc- 
pean nations. With them prisoners of war 
are made to earn their bread at least. Where 
the accumulation of prisoners has been great, 
and their retention protracted, it has been 
cuatomary to employ them on great puolic 
works. In this manner Napoleon built the 
Canal St. Q/ientin with his Prussian prisoners 
of war; and in our own day Napoleon HI 
sent tbe Austrian prisoners of his Italian 
campaign to Algeria, and hired them out to 
colonists. Why should we net do the like with 
the fifty thousand rebel prisoners now rust- 
iDg and fattening in idleness? We have here 
au industrial force capable of executing tbe 
most collossal nation enterprises — enough to 
dig the Illinois and Michigan ship canal and 
the Niagara fhip canal, and establish a lasting 
bond ol union and defense along our North 
em frontier in a few months' time. The main- 
tenance of the mass of rebel prisoners we 
now have on our hands is, we believe, costing 
the country something like $50,000 a day, or 
close on to $20,000,000 a year. Why sh .uld 
we not have the value ot tuia outlay'?— [New 
York Times.
